English OperaHouse.—This theatre opens for the season on Monday 
next with Shakspere’s first part of King Henry the Fourth. Hotspur, 
Mr.Wentworth; Sir John Falstaff; Mr. Harvey Tuckett; Francis, 
Mr. Keeley. To be followed by, (first time) a new drama, called The 
Miser’s Weil, in which Mr. and Mrs. Keeley, Miss Jane Mordaunt, 
Mr. Emery, &c. will perform. 

Hanover-square Rooms.—To-day being the anniversary of the birth 
of Robert Burns, Mr. Templeton will give his first selection from the 
works of this celebrated poet, entitled “ The Beauties of Burns,” at these 
rooms this evening. 

On Monday evening there was a sort of emeute at Paris, on the Place 
des Italiens. A large crowd had arrived, at about a quarter to eight, to 
attend the benefit of Grisi, and it was only at that late hour that the 
company were informed that the benefit was postponed tothe 31st, in 
consequence of an “ indisposition.” Great indignation was manifested, 
and it was loudly expressed. The public were not aware that Grisi was 
visited with a severe domestic calamity—her daughter having died that 
very day. 

The Theatre de la Gaité and of the Funambules narrowly escaped 
last week destruction by fire. The flames were first perceived in the 
dwelling house of M.Lami, the proprietor of theGaité, which, being situate 
in the centre of the buildings, threatened at one time destruction to the 
valuable surrounding property. The fire was happily subdued without 
much injury. 

Mdlle. Cerito, after her fulfilling her engagement at Parma, proceeds 
to La Pergola, at Florence, and then repairs to Brussels. 

Effect of Music in the Conversion of Savages.—Nolrega, a Brazilian 
Jesuit, had a school, where he instructed the native children, the or- 
phans of Portugal, and the mestizos or mixed breed. Reading, writing, 





‘and arithmetic were taught them ; they were trained to assist at mass, 


and ¢o sing at church service, and frequently led in procession through 
the town. This had a great effect, for the natives were passionately 
fond of music—so passionately, that Nolrega began to hope the fable of 
Orpheus, was a type of his mission, and that by songs he was to convert 
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the Pagans of Brazil. This Jesuit usually took with him four or five of 
these little choristers on his preaching expeditions ; when they approached 
an inhabited place, one carried the crucifix before them, and they be- 
gan singing the litany. The savages, like snakes, were won by the voice 
of the charmer; they received him joyfully, and when he departed, with 
the same ceremony, the children followed the music. He set the cate- 
chisms, creed, and ordinary prayers to sol fa, and the pleasure of learn- 
ing to sing was such a temptation, that the little Turpis sometimes ran 
away from their parents to put themselves under the care of the Jesuit.
